COMMENTS ON STATEMENTS OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

In the Examiner's Statements of Reasons for Allowance, the Examiner states: 

Claim 1 is allowable for at least the reason that the prior art fails to 
teach or reasonably suggest, a counter-flank having at least two 
substantially plane area sections that "are arranged such that if 
parallel light, which has a direction of propagation perpendicular to 
the blaze flank, impinges onto the grating, the counter-flank is not 
exposed to parallel light" as set forth in the claim combination. 
Claims 2-12 are allowable based upon their dependence on claim 1.
